WASHINGTON UP — The White 
House said today President Eisen­ 
hower has no intention of firing 
Sherman Adams, his 
chief 
aide 
who is a target of House inv esti­ 
gators. 
At the sam e time, press secre­ 
tary J ames C. Hagerty said there 
will be no White House reply 
to 
an earlier question as to whether 
Adams’ good friend, industrialist 
Bernard Goldfine, once gav e Ad­ 
ams a $7 00 coat. 
Hagerty also said Adams has re­ 
jected reporters’ requests for a 
news conference at which to ques­ 
tion him personaly regarding 
his 
relations with Goldfine. 
The affair had 
prompted 
Rep. 
Peter F. Mack J r. (D-Ill) to say 
Eisenhower 
should 
fire 
Adams. 
Mack said that would be in keep­ 
ing with an Eisenhower campaign 
pledge for a gov ernment 
“ clean 
as a hound’s tooth.” 
Three other Democrat* on the 
House 
subcommittee 
checking 
federal regulatory agencies said 
k Is up to Eisenhower to decide 
whether to discharge Adams, his 
top 
aide, 
because 
of 
Adams' 
dealings with wealthy Boston in* 
dustrialist Bernard Goldfine. 
Adams Thursday acknowledged 
being a hotel guest of Goldfine, 
whom 
he 
described 
as 
an 
old 
friend. Adams also said he 
con­ 
tacted federal agencies on

inv olv ing Goldfine, but he denied 
bringing 
any pressure on Gold­ 
finch behalf. He

charges ‘‘unwarranted.”

They are the leaves 
off the young corn. but a spray 
job last night apparently killed 
them.

County farmers to inspect their 
fields carefully for s i g n s of 
armyworms. They can be con 
trolled by using 2 pounds of 
toxaphene per acre or 2 2 3 pints 
of 80 per cent emulsion concen­ 
trate per acre; or dieldrin,

pound or I 1*3 pints of 18 per 
cent emulsion concentrate.

spray barrier strips in com and 
amal! grain.

Mote teen-agers than ever will comprise 
the force of high school and college stu­ 
dents vying for sum m er jobs this year. And 
economic conditions are certain to rn a k e 
the competition keener than in the past. 
Every spring, before the nation’s col­ 
leges and high schools release their arm y 
of potential sum m er workers, the U. S. 
Secretary of Labor customarily outlines 
their prospects for them, 
This year Secretary Jam es P. Mitchell 
estimated lie was addressing 4 million such 
teen-agers, 2 million of whom would be 
seeking employment as a m atter of econ­ 
omic necessity. Another million w ere rep­ 
resented as entering the labor m arket for 
the first time. 
Close to HK) types of work are open to 
these young people, Mitchell said. F a r m 
jobs —either full-time or on a day-to-day 
basis — offer the most openings. In one 
Midwest campaign to recruit both boys and 
girls for farm work, the ra lly in g calls this 
year are “ Build up those football mus­ 
cles” and “Trim up that figure.” 
Summer resort jobs and work in season­ 
al businesses are expected to employ the 
next largest number of students. Opport­ 
unities vary with local conditions through­ 
out the country. The point m ade is that the 
teen-ager who makes an aggressive search 


for a job, and who is willing to com prom ­ 
ise on the type of work and pay he would 
like. is more likely to be among the suc­ 
cessful searchers for summer jobs, 
With many young people a job in the 
sum m er makes the difference or whether 
they continue their education. But work 
during the v a c a t i o n months also pro­ 
vides an opportunity for basic training and 
helps a young man or w o rn a n to reach 
a final decision on his life work. W o r k 
experience of any kind is valuable to the 
teen-ager uith his productive life before 
him. 
The danger of sum m er em ployment is 
that the feeling of independence sum m er­ 
time earnings give may lead young people 
to a wrong decision about further school­ 
ing, One pound should prove the need for 
uas much education as possible. 
A typical high school graduate will earn 
SM),OOO more in a lifetime than will the 
eighth-grade ‘graduate."
